You should not stop when you reach 
che High School grade, you should, 
if possible, pass on to the planing 
mill ef education, the college and un- 
iversity, there to have whatever de- 
fects you still have, smoothed off 
making of you a much finer and ex- 
densive grade of human lumber, and 
that you may'all fill a prominent po- 
sition in the business, professional 
and educational world is my earnest 
wish for you. 

The idea I wish to ‘impress upon 
your minds is. this: that as the log 
is of no value until it has been chang- 
2d in character and quality to such 
shapes.as will fit into some particular 
olace where it will be of most use, 
so you are of little value to the world

lar place for which you are best fitted.

The subject “High School” assign- 
ed to me is one that I hardly feel 
qualified to handle, as my experience 
with High Schools is very limited, not 
having been in one while in session 
in over thirty-five years. 

I attended high school only one 
year, and did not graduate, because I 
was obliged to go to work at the 
age of sixteen. It has been one of 
my regrets that I could not graduate 
for I have been very much handicap- 
ped, owing to lack of some kinds of 
knowledge. My advice to every 
young person is to make every ef- 
fort to at least graduate from a high 
school. : 

I am going to handle my subject in 
perhaps a rather original manner and 
trust my remarks may give you a 
few new thoughts. 

In order, to bring out the advant- 
ages gained by a high school educa- 
tion, I am gofng to compare it to a 
saw mill as I know more about a 
saw mill than I do a high school, but 
the idea I wish t@ pring out applies 
to both. Most of you probably know 
the process of making lumber, the 
logs are brought into the mill. and in 
turn cut up by a machine called a 
band saw, then the various. pieces 
are sent to another machine where

~ Profit, Was Made on Sales of 


Sugar at Wholesale. 
’ 


Boston—The federal government 
took action egainst sugar refiners here 
for alleged profiteering and hoarding. 
The Revere Sugar refinery was charg- 
od with exacting excessive prices and 
with holding. sugar from the market, 
and the American Sugar Refining 
company was charged with-selling su- 
gar at excessive prices. The com- 
plaints asserted that the companies 
had made millions of dollars by hoard- 
ing and regulating the price. 

The government in prosecuting un- 
der the Lever act declares that the 
companies set the price of sugar for 
all New England except Connecticut. 

It is claimed the reQperies sold to 
independent compames and acted as 
brokers, who violated an agreement, 
reached at a conference in Washing- 
ton, for regulating distribution of su- 
gar to the retail trade. 

The Revere refinery, which grows 
sugar, according to the complaint, wi(b- 
held its product from the market to 
the extent of millions of pounds, cre. 
ating a scarcity with attendant high 
priecs. It is charged specifically that 
on April 14. at this port, the Revere 
refiners withheld 66,000 bags of sugar, 
and that on May 2f it exacted exces- 
sive prices on another lot. 

On the latter date, the American 
company ig alleged to have exacted | 
a price of from 15 to 21.9 cents a 
pound for sugar, which cost the com- 
pany only 6 1-2 cents a peund, 

The quotations in the government's 
complaint were on sales at wholesale. 

“Federal agents who investigated 
the cases asserted that they found 
evidence of 57,000,900 pounds of su- 
gar which had been bought at prices 
from 6.5 ta 7 cents a pound and sold 
to wholesalers at’a range of 15 to 22: 
centé a pound. These agents said the ! 
Revere refinery has withheld to date 
G2 per cent of its production,

Therefore, I Albert E. Sleeper, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Michigan, do is- 
sue this my Proclamation, and urg-

I further suggest, in compliance 
with the request of the Nationai 
Neighbors’ Day Committee, that 
Saturday, June twelfth and Sunday,

To establish technical peace by such 
a@ method, the president said in his 
veto message, would be to effect ‘a 
complete surrender of the rights of the 
United States so far as Germany is: 
concerned” and to relinquish all the 
high purposes which Jed the nation 
into war and which were embodied in 
the rejected treaty of Versailles. 

The president's. act apparently 
brought to another and final deadlock 
the efforts of the present administra- 
tion and congress to agree on a peace 
settlement, 

In his message the president did not 
indicate whether he might again sub- 
mit the treaty to the senate for ratifi- 
cation but he said the regoiution raised 
again the question of whether the 
United States cared to draw apart 
trom the rest of the world or to join 
with other nations in attaining the 
ends to which the trea:y was framed. 

The veto had been expected by the 
Republican leaders and they made 
plans to close the incident promptly 
by a record vote on repassage of the 
resolution. The message went first 
to the house, where {ts reading was

The average invest- 
ment In each of the 13 bulls in ure 
before organizing was $561.54, but 
after the association was formed the 
average investment was $1,200 for each 
of the good bulls. In this way each 
dairyman hud the use of bulls that 
were twice as valuable as the bulls 
used formerly, and at the same time 
bis investment was $125 less.

TELLS CONGRESS. SUCH A MOVE 
{8 INGONSISTENT WITH 
NATION'S. DIGNITY. - 


SEES CHIEF WAR AIMS IN PACT 


Rebukes Legislators For Not Ac- 
cepting Treaty; House Unable 
to Upset Voto. 


Washington. — President * wilson 
vetoed the peace resolution and in- 
formed congress he eould not become 
@ party to the peace program framed 
by Republican leaders of the senate 
and houge because he considered it 
would put “an ineffacable stain” on 
the nation’s honor. | Me 

To establish technical peace by such 
a method, the president said in his 
veto message, would be to effect “a 
complete surrender of the rights of the 
United States so far as Germany: is 
concerned” and to relinquish all the 
high purposes which led the nation 
into war and which were embodied in 
the rejected treaty of Versailles. 

The president’s act apparently 
brought to another and final deadlock 
the efforts of the present administra- 
tion and congress to agree On a peace 
settlement. 

In his message the president did not 
indicate whether he might again sub- 
mit the treaty to the senate for ratifi- 
cation but he said the resolution raised 
again the question of whether the 
United States cared to draw apart 
from the rest of the world or to join 
with other nations in attaining the 
ends to which the treaty was framed. 

The veto had been expected by the 
Republican jeaders and they made 
plans to close the incident promptly 
by @ record vote on, repassage of the 
resolution, The méssage went’ first 
to the house, where its reading was 
greeted with cheers by Democrats and 
derision by Republicans. 

For the most part, senate and house 
Jeaders refrained from comment on 
the president’s action, The general 
tenor of the talk in the Republican

The heavy, thick, ink-black 
wine of Lissa {s then poured, and the 
dlners choose their favorite morsels 
from plates, after which sugared eggs 
are passed around.
